The New York Savings Banks--They 
Hold Their Iwn. 

New York, Sept. 22.—When the 
doors of the Irving Savings Bank, 
96 Warren street, was opened this 
morning a crowd of depositors rush- 
ed in, clamoring for their money. 
The Paying Teller immediately set 
to work and commenced to satisfy 
their demands, when the majority, 
however, saw how willingly the 
money was being paid out, they be- 
came quiet and left. Up to 2 o’clock 
the bank had paid outabout ten thou- 
sand dollars and had received a con- 
siderable amount in deposits. At 
— the excitement has complete- 
y subsided. 

At the Broadway Savings Bank, 4 
Park Place, business was being trans- 
acted as usual, little or no excitement 
8 The amount paid out up 
0 2 0’clock did not excead ten thou- 
sand dollars, while a proportionate 
amount had been received. The 
bank officials do not anticipate a run. 
Shortly after the Bowery Savings 
Bank opened its doors this morning, 
alarge number of depositors began 
arrriving, and it soon became evident 
that there was going to be a run. 

The Trustees met and decided to 
vay all demands, as they did not be- 
ieve that the run would last. One of 
the ‘Trustees stated that nearly all of 
the depositors drawing out their 
money were those having small ac- 
counts. The Trustees say that they 
have got twelve million dollars of 
Government bonds and abont two 
million in New York and one mil- 
lion in Brooklyn, which they could 
draw on immediately. However, if 
the run lasts they will take advan- 
tage of the 30 days notice clause in 
their by-laws, but will even then 
pay out sums from $200 or 3300, so as 
to save their depositors from any in- 
convenience, 

The Unton Dime Savings Bank, 
Canal street, is besieged by a vast 
throng. About two hundred are in- 
side. The doors are closed, and a 
placard in the window announces 
that as many persons are in as can 
be paid off 
The bank is amply able to meet the 
run, having on hand a million and 
a half dollars in cash.

| [HE INFANTICIDE CASE. 


Trial Upon a Writ of Habeas Corpus 
Before Judge Watts at Chambers. 


The case of the State vs. Betsy 
Merritt and Catherine Merritt, col., 
charged with infanticide, came up 
before Judge Watts at Chambers on 
yesterday. Hon. Sion H. Rovers, 
Col. Ed Graham Haywood and S. A. 
Ashe, of the firm of Merrimon, Ful- 
ler & Ashe, appeared for the defen- 
dants. 

All the circumstances connected 
with this case, together with a full 
report of the proceedings of the Cor- 
oner’s Court, appeared in the News 
at the time of the occurrence, we will 
therefore only give the testimony 
condensed.

child. Iran to Robt. Wyche’s and 
called to Barbara, and told her of the 
circumstance. Barbara cried and I 
cried. I said that all the women in 
the house should be searched, and see 
who it was haddone thisthing. Betsy 
Merritt cried, and said she did not 
want to be searched; her mother, 
Catharine Merritt, said don’t ery 
honey, Mrs. Jeffreys is not talking 
about you. Betsy Merritt and her 
mother had been boarding at Wyche's 
for two weeks or more. I thought 
Betsy was with child when she came 
there to board. saw her nearly 
every day till Friday, Saturday, Sun- 
day and Monday before the chiid was 
found. Did not see her on those days. 
Heard her mother say Monday that 
— (Betsy) was very sick on Sun- 
NN. 

Cross Questioned by Col. Rogers for 
the defense : The witness states the 
„location of the fences, premises, &. 
All the women at the house cried 
when I told them about the baby ; 
did not know what it was when’ I 
first sawit, thought it wasa cymblin ; 
it wasa bright color. I next saw it 
when Coroner Magnin came to hold 
the inquest and it was much darker 
—as brown as I am, and continued to 
get darker by expression. I saw it 
nothing about the child’s neck after 
the Coroner come. I never saw any 
calico about the lot like the string 
shown at the Coroner’s trial, said to 
have been around the child’s neck. 
It was on Thursday I found the 
child; did not see Betsy Merritt from 
Friday previous till the day 
o the Coroner’s trial, but heard 
she was sick in her room; was told 

by her mother that she was very sick 

on Sunday. I could not say positive 
she was, on the eve of childbirth 
when I last saw her. I mentioned 

this matter to Barbara, and told her my 
impresions, that she was pregnant. 

Tamor, Barbara, Cathrine and Betsy 
Merrite were all the women in the 

house when I made the alarm about 

the child. 

Borburn Utley testified: “About 

when she said here was © baby some- 
body had killed. IT ram out and saw 
it. She cried and Lcried; the women 

who were at dinner all went out and 
saw it. It looked like it had been 
there three or four days. Betsy Mer- 
ritt was taken sick the Saturday be- 
fore, as she said from eating corn, (1 
am the cook at Robert Wyche’s.) She 
did not come to her meals for several 
days, but [ saw her every day during 
her sickness in her room; carried her 
meals to her. [saw nothing in her 
appearance that indicated she was 
in a delicate way. She was not seri- 
ously ill on Sunday; was sitting up 
in her room and only complained of 
being poorly. I am not married but 
have one child; have visited women 
in child birth. Saw nothing before 
or afterwards in Betsy’s appearance 
to indicate that she had been confin- 
ed, had no pale or sickly appearance, 
the child I saw in the lot was colored. 
I did not know of any woman in the 
neighborhood that was in that way. 
Cross questioned by Counsei for 
defence: I have lived at Robert 
Wyche’s as cook and washer for six 
rears. Betsy and her mother had 

n boarding there a little over two 
weeks. Saw Betsy every day ; carried 
her meals to her on Sunday, Monday 
and Tuesday. (The witness here re- 

ted all she stated above in regard 
fo Betsy’s condition and appearance. ) 
I do not recollect having any conver- 
sation with Sophia Jeffreys in regard 
to Betsy before this affair. Betsy was 
in her room when Sophia Jeffreys 
made the alarm about the child. She 
come down and cried with the others. 
Catharine Jeffreys, her mother, said 
hush! honey, Mrs. Jeffreys don’t 
mean you. Mrs. J. had just said that 
all the women ought to be examined. 
My room is immediately under Bet- 
sy’s room; never heard any unusual 
noise in her room, never saw any- 
thing about her room to indicate that 
she had given birth to a child. 

Tamer McCullough testified: I 
board at Robert Wyche’s, and know 
Betsy and Catharine Merritt. Betsy 
was taken sick on Saturday night 
and I did not see her any more till 
Thursday. Her meals were sent to 
her by the cook and waiting — I 
did not see the child that was found, 
but went out in the yard when So- 
phia Jeffreys made the alarm. Cath- 
arine Merritt went out with me; do 
not know that Catherine M. saw the 
child. I never saw Betsey Merritt 
before she came to Wyche’s to board; 
did not notice her appearance; visited 
her in her room; saw nothing unusual 
about her. I heard the remark of 
Catharine Merritt—‘‘ hush, honey, 
Mrs. Jeffreys don’t mean you.”’ 

A cross-examination elicited no fur- 
ther facts. 

At the conclusion of the testimony 
of this witness, His Honor Judge 
Watts said it was unnecessary to ex- 
amine any farther, as the evidence of 
Dr. McKee before the Coroner’s court 
he would be compelled to rule out, as 
the woman was compelled to submit 
to an examination to criminate her- 
self. But for the evidence of the 
motherof Betsy Merritt, using the re- 
mark, “hush, Mrs. Jeffreys don’t 
mean you, the fact of Betsy’s slight 
indisposition,” and no one else in the 
same neighborhood being in a deli- 
cate way, he would dismiss the case, 
but as it is he vould admit the default 


to bail in the sum of $200.
